WIEREAS, the Administrator of Civil Aeronautics of tho United States Depurtment of Commorce
(herein called the "Adminlstrator!) considers tho public airpert faollitios aveiludle in and near
Austin, Toxas, inadequate for national defonse, and iz thorefore contemplating oxpenditures of
Federal funds, under Public Law MNo, 812, 76th Congress, to remedy this condition; and

WHEREAS, the development of additional public airpert facilities in or near Austin, Texas, would
be in tho public intervst and to the mdvantage of the City of Auntin, Travis County and the State of
Texas; now, therofore,

every way poasible in connegction with any and all engineering surveys of alrports and proposed
nirport nites in or adjacent to the City of Austin that the Administrator may wish o make, And will
be willing, if an offer of aid in finencing the development of public alrpert facilities in or adjacent
to the Clty of Austin in mode, to enter into an agreemont with the Unitoed Stntes, through tho Admin.
istrator, undertaking, among such other things as may bo agreed uponi (1) that all titlo to property
and other property intorcats as outlined on the Master Plan of the Municipa) Airport necessary to
prosecution of the project will be acquired by the City of Austin: (2) that the City of Auntin will
cooperate with the Government in the prosecution of the project; {3) that the merlal approaches of
the airport will be protected aguinst obstruction insofar as 1g possible; (4) that the alrport will '
be operated as an alrport during the useful 1lifo of the facilitles thereof esmtablished or improved
vith Federal ald; (5) that the airport and all its factlities will be maintained in reasonably good
condition and kept in good repalr: and (6) that the airport will be operated and managed for-the

use and benefit of the public, on reasonanble terma and without unjust discrimination,

make such studies s8 nay be necessary to determine what obligntions the City of Aurtin could assume,
